Thanks for the information on the Jackson Back family. I 
would be interested in knowing how you are descended from him. Did 
Jackson have more than one child? 


I am sending you several photocopies that I hope you will find 
enlightening. Please send the Vigo County Public Library a check 
for $2.83 to cover postage and copies. You will notice that J. 
Back's name appears toward the bottom of the lefthand column of p. 
47 in the Strouse reference. I think he may not have lived in Parke 
county very long. His father, Enoch, was alive in 1880 at age 90 
and Aaron was surely Jackson's older brother. I also sent copies 
from the Adjutant-General's report as I thought these would interest 
you. 


Aaron”s wife and daughter are buried at the Rockville Cemetery 
dying in 1914 and 1891, respectively. It would probably be possible 
to research Parke county land records to see exactly where Enoch and 
Aaron (and maybe Jackson) owned land but for this you would need to 
hire a researcher as it could take several hours to search. Hence, 
I am sending a list of researchers. You may also want to contact 
the Rockville Public Library at 106 N. Market St., 47872-1718 or 
call (317)569-5544. I understand that they have a reprint of the 
1874 Parke County Atlas for sale for $35.00. However. I have 
checked the index, and it doesn't include the Back family. 


Unfortunately, there is no death certificate for Enoch Back so 
he may have died before 1882 when death records were begun. The 
Rockville library has old local newspapers, and there might have 
been an obituary for Enoch if you only knew the date. 


I worked conscientiously on your request and believe that I 
have probably turned up all that I could given the information that 
was available. Nelson Eddy was so glad you called him about the 
Guisingers. 


At the end of February I was at Ft. Gaines on Dauphin Island, 
Alabama and saw that it had been converted into a museum that 1 
didn't have a chance to tour. If there was an adjoining cemetery, 
I certainly didn't see it.

It is my belief that a good place to start a search for early Bowmans of this 
وھ‎ might begin with a study of Daniel Boone's expedition from the East Coast to 
Kentucky. A minutely DE history of this expedition ran serially in the Arkansas 


Democrat some 40 or more years ago. It stated that Boone's chief assistants were a 


man named Lige Bowman and a red whiskered Scot whose name I don't recall. Seems that 


the expedition started in the spring of the year, about the tòme of, or soon after, 


the Revolutionary War--maybe even before the war. The year is relatively unimportant. 


They put in the summer getting as far as a settlement called Watauga, where they went 


into winter quarters. At Watauga they found a deserted blacksmith shop, and the. 
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history related that Lige Bowman, who was a skilled blacksmith (that rings a bell, 

as it is well known that a lot of Bownans have been mechanically inclined), put in 
much of the winter making needed repairs to wagons and other equipment in preparation 
for continuing the journey the next spring. I have a family heirloom, a hand-made 
grease lamp, that Papa told me was brought test by some member of the family about 
the time of the Revolution. The old lamp bears no initial, date, or identification 
mark of any kind, but I'd bet a "purty" it was hammered out by lige. 

The record, after relating many of the Boone party's experiences in Kentucky, 
stated that Boone ined to Missouri and that Lige Bowman moved to Ohio. And that 
is one of the most convincing events of all that Old Lige was up ahead of us some- 
where, for Grandpa John Bowman was born in Ohio in 1832, and from there on to now 
the record is fairly complete. I figger that if Lige really was in the line he 
most likely would have been Grandpa John Bowman's grandfather. Mama and I were 
talking about this not long before she died, and she said she remembered some of 
the older Bowmans; Speaking of. a Lige Bowman. 

As I said in the beginning, this is conjecture, but if I were mm to try to 
"met a line m family tree, I believe I'd surely take a good look at this limb.

Union and world war the U.S, 
flag on all Union and World War graves and Confederate flags for confederate, 
They placed a wreathe on each grave with made poppy flowers on it. I 
enclose you three poppies taken from the Wreathe on Floyds grave so you 
can see them, Then other nice flowers in addition to this wreathe was put 
on the graves by other parties. Myrtle had prepared two beautiful bouquets 
one for her father and one for Floyd, It was a beautiful day and cars it 
seemed from every town for fifty miles around. Earle did not come out today 
the reason I think was Mrs, Rightsell the wife of the Vice President of 
his Bank was burried today. A great many of the soldier boys here had on 
their uniform and marched carrying the flag. We are all well and doing all 
right. Miss, Lelia came out to Grand-ma's on the 5,30 to stay until tuesday 
aa Dr, Snodgrass went away somewhere for a few days, The little chickens 
are doing all right now, I dont think any of the last bunch have died. 
Well "Old Tar-baby" has a new little boy calf today, I guess Clyde will be 
.all right now as he can give it away or kill it. Elna seems to be all 
“right. now but she and John had a little tilt saturday when John swiped some 
x of her ice cream that her and Lelia Clyde had made and she threatened to go 
at once-and wire you to come right home and tend to John. But I think she 
«changed her mine and she and Lelia Clyde hitched up Grace and drove their 
mad spell away, I put the lime on the cucumbers a little too strong and it 
withered some of them up. The holly-hocks have started to bloom. The lettuce 
is sure going to seed fast and is now nearly ruined already. The cabbage is 
heading fast, They &re putting the derrick timber on the ground to put down 
another oil test well just & mile south of Hazen on the Lagrue Pine. 
Maybe they will do some-thing here yet if they keep on trying. 
Emmet says he is not going to stay at home any more saturday nights as 
Myrtle had them all up for 6.30 breakfast, He says he will camp out.

He was in the car alone and had no load, Clyde said he saw 
it and had an old crack in it and it took no load to break it down.
